HOW TO BUILD A HOUSE. 

In io country outside of the United States 
have I found so large a proportion of landed 
mse g as here. More than half the 

eads of families own the houses they live in. 
Nor is this difficult. Fer everybody owns a 
quarry, and it extends all over his place; or, 
rather, under it. When a man is ready to 
build, he merely takes a hand-saw, sticks it 
down into the coral under foot and saws out a 
solid block, white and soft.

HOW MUCH IT CosTs. 

“How much will it cost me to go to Ber- 
muda end stay a month?” is one of the first 
questions the traveler will ask. Well, of 
course this depends on the taste of the ques- 
tioner. It will cost quite as much to come 
here and set up housekeeping as it would cost 
in the United States. Board for a short stay 
costs justs abont the same as at an American 
watering-place—rather less than more. At 
the Princess the terms are $3.00 to $4.00 a day, 
or $18 to $25 a week—about the same as at 
similar first-class hotels in the states. At the 
best boarding-houses a good room and good 
table (fresh fruits and new vegetables the year 
round,) can be had for $10 to $l4a week. A 
carriege for half a day costs $2.50; a boat is 
quite as reasonable. 

Six months ago there was only one firat- 
class hotel here at Hamilton, and there were 
two objections to that; it was inland, com- 
manding fine views of everything but the 
injand-gemmed barbor, which people come 
here to see, and it was built of the coral 
blocks, like all the other houses in Bermuda, 
and 80, like them, was always more or less 
damp.

inhabited. In another month he and his sixty 
Yankee “helps” will lock up here, pull them- 
selves together and sally back to the Berkshire 
hills and look out for guests from Boston and 
the south. 

OVER THE CORAL GARDENS. 

In a little steam tug we went ‘out to the 
coral reefs,” a crescent of shoals facing the 
rorthern shore, ten miles off. In their vicin- 
ity the waters of the bay puton motley hues, 
ranging tiie. 8 the tints of every color— 
yellow, peacock, olive and apple-green, and 
nere and there a well defined bait of jred and 
purple. Over one ofthese last we anchored. 
The reef was only four or five feet under the 
bos , and it was very rich in color. The water 
wa rippled by the wind, but to offset 
this we used a ‘‘water glasg,’’ A 
water-glass is a square bucket with a plate- 
glass bottom,and by lowering it just below 
the surface it breaks the waves and renders 
all below almost as clear asif seen through 
the air. 

The very first glance through the water- 
glass excited wonder, which was constantly 
increased. It was the revelation of anew 
world, as if one could get a bird’s-eye view of 
the strange vegetation of the planet Mars. 
The whole bottom was a field of coral, dead 
and living—the dead, white and ragged, the 
living, trembling and waving above their 
ligreous homes like many colored jellies. 

We could see jthe great masses of brain cor- 
a], some whitened sepulchres, some a vivid 
green showing thatthe shell was still inhab- 
ited; near by was a grove of the a mY Gor- 
zoniz and all sorts of fluttering and feathery 
things. There were yellow sponges, standin 
up and beckoning like human hands, an 
bunches of seaweed of all shades of olive and 
bright green and red. What surprises us most 
is that a)most the whole bottom 1s coralline, 

Eight feet under the bow is spread a mimic 
garden. The growing corals look so much 
like flowering plants that it is not remarka- 
ble that Reaumur and all the old 
naturalists classified the coral as a vegetable 
growth. There is a broken hedge of fan cor- 
al ofa bright hrick red, and growing under its 
side as ifin its shadow,a mass of brilliant 
things that looks like thistles, marigolds, car- 
nations, asters, daisies and gazaniers; they 
have evidently been flung over the hedge in 
clearing the garden, but they nave persistent- 
ly taken root again ana gone on flowing. The 
branching coral grows like a tree, ee 
forth branches; and each branch is covere 
with buds and each bud isa young polyp. The 
base is dead and forms a part of the reef; but 
each‘of the living branches (green or yellow) 1s 
tipped with its sea anemone, which goes on 
drinking of the sea and depositing lime in the 
ekeleton of which it is at once the mother and 
the child. In many places the fringes of 
fluttering tentacles reaching upward are 60 
conspicuous that they quite mask the 
coral and hide it from view. The brain coral 
grows here finer and larger than anywhere 
else in the world. When alive, the curious 
cerebral labyrinth on its surface is still 
visible, but somewhat obscured by the myriads 
of tenants which appear to be little more than 
a scum of yellow mucous. 

Looking downward from oneof the windows 
in the cabin we can see a curious sight. Here 
is one of the edges of this section of the reef, 
breaking sharp off in a perpendicular wall. A 
cliff down which we can look some thirty or 
torty feet. The side of this precipice is cov- 
ered richly with sea-flowers; many sorts of 
coral in all stages of death and life. 
It is like looking down the steep side of a 
mountain. Mimic trees are win there, 
like the spreading antlers of an elk, like arbor 
vite bushes turned tovcrimson and gold. Star 
coral gleams there, sending out its purple 


tentacles like petals around a thousand pretty | 


Sponges flutter and wave along 
the diz height. Sea anemone 
cluster like half a dozen Mershal 
Neils on one stalk. A fine specimen of brain 
coral has tumbled off and has caught in the 
gutters. We fish up some of these with hooks 
and tongs, and, at last, asthe tide rises, we 
turn home sore — oe sea surpassing the 
es for loveliness.

«| RIEL’S REBELLION. 


MIDDLETON'S MEN SURPRISED IN 
THE WILDERNESS. 


The Indians Fire a Volicy into the Marching Columns 
of General Middleton, and a Lively Fasilade 
Follows—Middleton’s Menin a Serious 
Condition—The Latest News, Btc. 


Wasuinerox, April 25.—Consul Taylor, at. 


Winnipeg, Man., has telegraphed to the state 
department that General Middleton, com- 
manding the Canadians, had a batile ‘with 
Riel’s force at Fish creek, which lasted all 
day Friday. The Canadian loss was twelve 
killed and forty-seven wounded. Middleton 
retired a mile to an open space mear the 
last bank of the Saskatchewan. 
He= was re-inforced by a column 
from the other side of the river, but the num- 
ber of troops still does not exceed 600. The 
rebel’s forces engaged propably 300, but there 
are rumors of hostile Indians in the rear. 
Middleton’s situation is very grave. The reb- 
el loss is unknown on account of their advan- 
tageous position in Fish creek, in a wooded 
ravine. The insurgents were led by Gabriel 
Dumont. Their fire was most deadly. Near- 


ly all who were killed were shot through the 
head or heart. 
A DETAILED ACCOUNT. 


A dispatch from Clark’s crossing, North- 
west territory, gives a detailed account of 
Middleton’s fight with Riel’s men, yesterday, 
but adds but little of fact beyond what is con- 


tained in Consul Taylor’s report. Captain 
Clark, of the nineticth Cangdian militia, was 
emong the killed, and Lieutenant Swinford, 
of the same regiment, was mortally wounded. 
About « dozen of Riel’s men were captured. 
The attack was made by § Riel’s 
men, end was somewhat a surprise to 
Middleton. Ried’s men were in strong cover, 
and Middleton approached over an open 
prairie.gThe first notice Middleton had’ of the 
presence of the enemy wasa volley from 
twenty orthirty rebel scouts upon his ad- 
vance. Middleton reports his intention of 
pushing forward to attack Riel’s headquar- 
ters. 

The apprehension of war, and the possible 
complication incident thereto, has caused 
many of the representative buyers of the 
South American and Cuban ports to anticipate 
their wants. In this connection may also be 
noied the marked change in tho channels of 
trade this year. An unusual quality of rice is 
now being sold, and shipped direct from the 
points ood gggee momen to the country where it is 
consumed. These direct distributions enable 
the producer to secure higher values, and 
yet at the same time cheapen the cost of the 
consumer. This feature also prevents the con- 
centration of stock in large bulk in a few Euro- 
pean markets, and thus removes one factor 
which has hitherto tended to depress values 
unduly. 

JEERED BY THE INDIANS, 

The Free Press correspondent telegraphs 
from Clarke’s crossing as follows: 

A messenger came down from camp this morn- 
ing and reports that when he left the rebels were 
out in the bush beyond the ravine, cheering and 
jeering the o* % The troops were ordered up to 
drive them off, but they captured one med- 
icine chest and a few boxes of canned 
beef. He also reported that the officers would not 
allow him to come down on the east side, as there 
were rebels in the woods at McIntosh, and adds 
that he thinks we were in luck to get through. 
This strengthe.is the impression that the rebels 
have prevented any momen gers coming through 
from Middleton tonight. Middleton seems to 
have been unable to accomplish anything of 
importance in tue way of an advance on the rebels. 
Is is understood here that he is hampered by the 
necessity of caring for the wounded and having 
supplies and ammunition forwarded. It appears 
at present as if no further fighting would take 
place before Sunday. All the reports of yesterday's 
ages show that the rebels- had the best 
ofit. They were driven from one part of their 
position, but held the ravine, and their fire 
caused terrible havoc among the troops. Middle- 
ton evidently did not appreciate the fighting 
qualities of the halfbreeds, or would not have 
sent raw volunteers unaccustomed to rifle shoot. 
ing, to dislodge from a strong position such ac- 
com plished sharp shooters, he latter fired with 
deadly accuracy from behind shelter. Middieton's 
repulse is almost sure to have a bad effect, as the 
bews willstirup the Indians to renewed out- 
rages. The arrival of Otter’s force at Battleford is 
mcst fortunate, giving assurance that the Indians 
at that point will be held in check. 

The Fort Qu ’Appelie couriers last night brought 
information that the supplies for the rebels were 
passing north, and shortly after midnight 100 in- 
fantry and 20 men from the body guards were 
rent by Colonel O’Brien to intercept them. 
Piapoto reserye is being visited to-day by Indian 
Agent McDonald. 

A PUBLIC MEETING ABANDONED. 

MONTREAL, April 25.—A public meeting called 
this evening in the interest of Ried and the rebels 
had to be abandoned, owing te the hostile demon- 
ftrations made by a large number of 
English-speaking young men. The 
prominent supporter of Kiel said the meeting 
would have to be abandoned owing to an awak- 
ing of public feeling by the news of Friday’s bat- 
tie. 
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VICKSBURG’S DEATH LIST. 


The Number Now Keaches Thirty-Two 
With More inthe Ash Pit. 


VioxspurG, Apri! 25.—Gloom and sadness 
= throughout the city. The list of those 

illed by the falling walls at the recent fire 
incresses hourly. Up to dark last night four- 
teen bodies have been recovered. All the 
men that could be worked were employed to- 
day in the seareh for the missing. Up to six 
p- m. the remains of eighteen more persons 
were taken from the ruins, making thirty-two 
bodies found thus far. Itis now feared that 
there are many more buried beneath the 
ruins, as the city was full of strangers.

The 
bedies of the firemen were W. R. Mutcafy, W. 
H. Phelan, Daniel Keif and Joseph Dent, and 
have been placed in casketsin the houses of 
their respective companies, and the buildings 
are draped in mourning. The unknown dead 
will be buried by the city.

A General Bardeping in the Value of all 
Grades of Rice, 

New Yor, April 25.—Don Talmage’s Sons 
furnish the tollowing report of the foreign riee 
market: ‘There has been a general hardening 
in the value of grades during the past week. 
The war faction has playned no insignificant 
part in influencing the advance, not s0 
much owing to any — effect upon the 
first cost or enhanced freights by the with- 
drawal of the steamers, or war insurance, as to 
the fact that it has caused general inquiry as 
to the value and relative cheapness of 
bread stuffs. The investigation discloses that 
no other food product is as cheap to-day as 
rice, and so certain of an assured advance. 
The prices have been abnormally low for over 
a year past, so unsatisfactory to producers*that 
wherever possible the cultivation has been 
abandoned, and attention given to other and 
more profitable crops. The result of this is 
made apparent by the statistics received by 
Messrs. Talmrage’s sons. The shipments from 
India since January 1, 2,970,400 bags; stock in 
English ports, 638,688 bags; quantity afloat, 
1,034,344 bags.

VERGING TOWARD WAR. | 


THE CZAR ENLISTING THE TURCO-

The Evglish Cabinet Sits Nearly Four Hours—Wait- | 


ing forthe ous Hour—The Indian Govern- 
ment in Work—The Bosphore 
Egyptien—Other Foreign News. 


Lonpox, April 25.—Dispatches from St. Pe- 
tersburg received here this afternoon state that 
the czar has issued an. imperial ukase sanc- 
tioning the raising of a large force of Turkoman 
militia by General K omaroff. 

The Berlin National Zeitung considers arbi- 
tration unlikely, and rays that England could 
not, after the Skirnewicz meeting, ask either 
Germany or Austria to mediate. She is not 
lkkely to ask America. The Times 
declines to believe from the evidence 
which has yet appeared, that the action of 
Russia and France, though unpleasantly si- 
multaneous, is concerted. In the Afghan sit- 
uation there is no change of importance. 

The Tymes, referring to the enforcing of the 
Berlin treaty,says Turkey knows that no pow- 
er would respect the treaty longer than was 
convenient. The shock of conflict betweon 
England and Russia would be certain to liber- 
ate the enormous forces in other quarters, the 


operation of which cannot be confined to th 
limits laid down at Skrinewicz. 
THE ATTITUDE OF ITALY. 

The Gazette states that Signor Mancia, min- 
ister of foreign affairs, and Sir Savile Lumley, 
representative of Great Britain at the Lielian 
court, have arranged the details for the future 
military and political action of Italy in the 
red sea and Egypt. The above’named officials 
have also arranged definitely for a visit to 
Rome of the prince and princes of Wales, and 
prince Victera. The Tribune and the Moniteur 
deRome state that the Italion foreign offics 
have been notified officially that the visit will 
be made early in May. : 

St. Petersburg special dispatch to the 
Standard says that negotiations continue be- 
tween the Russian and British governments, 
The frontier question presents no serious diffi- 
culty, but the Penjdeh affair delays the meet- 
ing of the boundary commission, ‘headed by 
Lessen, for Russia, and Sir Peter Lumsden, 
for Great Britain, Russia, say the dispatch, 
is willing to cede Szulfica 
in return for Penjdeh. That accomplished, 
the boundary commission could probably ar- 
range for the withdrawal of both the Russias 
and Afghan troops from the disputed zone 
This solution ofthe existing difficulty, it in 
asse1ted, however, is only possible if England 
forces her claim for satisfaction from Russia 
for the Penjdeh incident. Satisfaction, con- 
tinues the dispatch, Russia will not give. 

It is reported in St. Petersburg that several 
British men-of-war have appeared off Vladi- 
vostock. The river Neva is clear of ice. The 
harbor of Cronstadt, however, remains ice- 
beund. All the newspapers in Russia assume 
that England has demanded satisfaction from 
Russia for the Penjdeh affair. 


THE DUKE OF CONNAUGHT, 


The duke of Connaught, who had started 
home, has been suddenly recalled to Simla. 

The recall of the duke of Connaught was 
due to the receipt of a telegram from England, 
indicating that the political outleok was ex- 
tremely critical. The earl of Dufferin, viceroy 
of India, has held a prolonged military 
ceuncil. Itis believed that at this council it 
was resolved toconcentrate an Indian force 
at Quetta immediately. 

Count Kalnoky, Austro-Hungarian minister 
of foreign affairs, is quoted as having ex- 

ressed the gravest fears that war will be the 
issue of the strained relations existing be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia. The Aus- 
trian newspapers are of — that. Eaglaod 
is certain to obtain an alliance with Turkey 
in the eventof war with Russia. 

THE CABINET COUNCIL. 


The cabinet sat three and a half hours this 
evening. itis understood that the Afghan 
situation has not improved.

THE SITUATION VERY SERIOUS. 


To-night the situation appears very serious. 
It looks as if Russia desires war, and as if 
England will be compelled to accept the chal- 
lenge to fight. It is everywhere taken for 
granted that Russia’s expected reply to Eng- 
jand’s recent remonstrance concern- 
ing Komarofi’s account of the 
conduct at Pendjeh_ will be at 
least evasive. It is even thought that the 
czar will endeavor to justify Komaroff’s action, 
ard to establish its rectitude from very text 
of Sir Peter Lumsden’s account of the conduct 
ofthe Afghans. | 

The attitude of money in Europe to- 
day is one of doubt and uncer- 
tainty concerning the Anglo-Russian 
situation. The financial markets 
may be described as stagnant. There seems 
to be an inability on the part of even the great- 
est financiers to divine the exact intention of 
England. Hence there are no large operations 
in progress, or even in contemplation, so far 
as known. Capitalists are, at present, lending 
their money from day today. They get good 
terms on these call loans, and seem afraid to 
lend for longer periods. | 

The Loudon Spectator says: It thinks the 
very persistence with which the Russian pa- 
pers are urging the seizure of Herat is an evi- 
dence that they have been inspired for the 
purpose of preparing the Russian public mind 
fcr theevent. The Speetater goes so far as to 
say it believes the seizure of Herat has 
already been ordered by 
the czar and declares that the British troops 
will be powerless to prevent its capture. The 
security of Herat against Russian occupation, 
the Spectator thinks, now depends entirely 
upon the courage of the Afghans who may de- 
fend the city against Russian invasion. 

ARRANGING TO GET THE NEWS. 

Nearly all the London newspapers have per- 
fected arrangements for securing, by special 
telegrams, news from the scene of hostllities, 
in the event ot war. The Times and Standard 
are the only papers which have arranged to 
secure exclusive telegrams. Most of the other 
metropolitan papers have gone into a syndi- 
cate with the provincial papers. 

The Economist, commenting upon the sitna- 
tion, says it looks as iftheremainder of Eu- 
repe would remain quiet during the struggle.

TEN YBARS IN A GARRET. 


A Lunatic Locked Up +! His Father iaa 
Koom About Eight by Ten Feet. 

PurtapeLpaia, April 25.—Jadge Dreher, of 
Monroe county, has made out an order for the 
commitment to the state hospital for the in- 
sane at Danville of a lunatic who has-been 
locked up in the garret of a Monroe county 
farm house fer the past ten years. The com- 
mittee on lunacy of the state board of charities 
was informed of this case several days ago. 
Dr. Morton and Dr. Ourt went to the place 
and found that the lunatic was confined ina 
room about eight by ten feet. A broken bed- 
stead was the only furniture in the room. The 
walls and floor were bare. There was one 
window only, and this was boarded up to 
within ten inches of the top. The light dit- 
ered through the cracks in the boarding and 
shone upon the dirt-covered floor, which had 
not been touched by a brush for many years. 
The lunatic was about 32 years old, tall and 
spare. His hair was unkempt and his beard 
matted. He was in a sallen and morose 
mood, and answered questions with 
short, monosyllabic grunts, which 
were altogether unintelligible. His father, who 
is a poor farmer, said that bis son first showed 
symptoms of insanity in 1873. A few months 
later he lost his reason altogether. After 
keeping him about the house for several years 
he placed him in an insane asylum, where he 
remained for nine months, but straightened 
circumstances compelled the father to take 
him home, He locked him in the garret 
where he has remained for ten years. He was 
beyond his control, the father ssid, and he 
was therefore forced to lock him up in such 
a way that he could not injure himself.

Avausts, Ga, April 25.—[Special corr2spond- 
er Ce |}—This subscriber has read, with much pleas 
ure,the long article on Georgia grasses in THE Con- 
STITUTION of 19th instant Our people need to bein- 
formed on this subject, aud in genezal, 
on tLe resources oi our 
native fo'l and climate, quite as much as a 
foreigner would need to be informed. The mass 
of cur people only know that Georgta can produce 
corn and cotton, and a few other minor crops, and 
a Laplander knows as much as that about us. 

it is the work of ailifetime, it seems, to make 
our own _ people know that 
Georgia is capable of producing highly 
profi abie crops of hay, and that with the advan- 
logeS We possess Our state ought to be considered 
the most fayored region on earth; because we can 
grow crass end raise hogs and cattle as cheaply as 
anybody on earth; can grow more fruit and better 
fruit, and more kinds of vegetables and better 
kinds, than anybody else on earth, and as many 
kinds of good grapes anc good wines as anybody 
ou earth, And then, in addition to all these boun- 
ties and gifts from Ged, we have still cotton, the 
supreme money crop ofallthe earth. It is, there- 
fore trom aur own iailings that we cannot be both 
comfortable in worldly goods and rich in money, 

indeed when I thiak of all the resources that are 
aroun} ts,and tien remember that here we have 
au uuesdy settied country, with all needed rail- 
rored and postal facilities, churches, schools, well 
organized governinent, good society, and law and 
order every where, | wonder that Georgia does not 
fillup with emigrantz rather than the far north- 
west. I don’t see why anybody who can liyein 
middie Georgia, wants to go to live anywhere clse. 
A man who cannot earn his living here will not do 

it exywhere by Lis own labor; of that 1am per- 


suaded, 

But this it not what I set out 
to say, Fut :ather to correct a coufusion that may 
grise in the minds of some who read the 
ar iclein question by the reference therein to 
herds grass and red top grass as different grasses; 
for jn our pomenclature herds grass and red top 
‘re identical, and the writer means timothy, 
when hespenks of herds grass. He is using the 
New England nameorone oi the New Eagiand 
names for timothy. 

The late Charles Wallace Howard is his manual 
of grasses, in writing of timothy, says: 

‘In New England it is called herds grass. * * * 

‘his should be borne in mind when we read New 
lend agricultural papers, otherwise we shall 
coniuscd, What we call herds grass, they call 
eG itrp.’ 
in the “Farmers Book of Grasses’? by Dr.D. L, 
Piaies, of the Mississippi agriculinral college, who, 
0. far a8 1 know, is the most elaborate and careful 
sonthern writeron the native grasses, Speakin 
of timothy Dr. Prares seys that it was first calle 
herd's grass from the name of the man who first 
cnltivated it, in New Hampshire, and afterwards 
in 1720 it was introduced and very succeasfully 
used in Maryland, br ope Timothy Hanson, from 


whomit was called timothy grass, (Botanical 
neme  Phieum Pratenee), Further on, 
Dr. Phores writes of the red top grass, 


(Agrostis: Vulgaris.) ‘This isthe herd grass of 
the southern states; not in honor of any nian, 
but probebly because so well adapted to the herd. 
It is al-o ealled fine top* burdens or bordens grass, 
it seems to grow taller in the southera states than 
it Coes iurther porth, and to make more and be‘ 
ter hay and grazing. Itand timothy, being adapt- 
eG tothe same soils and maturing at the same 
tim e, do well together. Thereis no doubt that in 
the prevailing nomenclature among us in the 
south, red top grass is called also herd grass or 
herds grass, and timothy is known by no other 
name than timothy in common speech. These 
designations being pretty well fixed, let us not 
have ay coniusion that might lead to serious 
mistakes.

The Albany News tells of a remarkable case 
in Dougherty superior court. A few 
weeks ago the store of Mr. F. F. Patney, at 
Hardaway station, eight miles trom Albany, was 
broken into and burglarized at night while Mr. 
Putney and his clerk, Mr. Henry Callaway, were 
absent. Shortly after the occurrence a negro, 
Henry Wright, was arrested on suspicion, and a 
shirt and pair of shoes were found in his posses- 
sien, answering the description of the same goods 
kept in the stock of Putney’sstore.

Theyaliso 
were in Mr. Putney’s marx and hand writing. 
These facts were elearly established in court by 
the solicitor sereral. Mr. Arnheim, counsel for 
defense, called Mr. Einstin, a Camilla merchant, 
to the witness stand, and by him proved that 
shout the time of the burglary he sold Henry 
Wright, the prisoner, an undershirt and pair of 
shoes, both of which exactly correspend in appear- 
ance with the aforesaid articles; asdon examina- 
tion of the cost mark and hand writisg on 


the articles he swore that the mark 
was his and the  hand-writing that of 


his bookkeeper. Both these merchants and their 
clerks are highly respectable and credible gent.e- 
men, andthe remarkable features in the case are 
that two merchants iiving near each other should 
bave identically the same gocds in stock, the same 
cost mark, and that the hand-writing on the 
marked goods of each one are so similar a3 to puz- 
zie the discrimination of an expert. The negro 
wes convicted, the point that went against him 
being that he was tryipg to dispose of the goods, 
or perhaps did dispose ot the goods beivre he was 
arrested.

THE EAST TENNESSEE CASE. 
There is a deep feeling in the state of (reor- 
gia, and in Atlanta, about the pending liti- 
gation for the possession of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad. The 
impression prevails that it will result in 
wrecking the road, and this is to be deplored. 
In the first place, it will. bea poor showing 
to make for Georgia, to see such a valuable 
piece of property go to pieces over law suit 
that all admit can be easily settled if the 
ions of fees and receivership can be 
micably arranged. There will be no chance 
to ever induce outside capitalists to invest 
their money in railroads in Georgia if this 
goeson. In the second place, it deprives our 
people of a leading independent line to the 
west and to the coal fields to have this road 
crippled,and the damages resulting from this 
will amount to an immense sum in the end. , 
The price of coal in this city before this line 
was constructed ruled at from seven to nine 
dollars per ton during the winter. It has 
been reduced to five dollars by the consiruc- 
tion of this road. The pricesof all freights 


this line, and all over Georgia, reaped the 
benefits of this great competing line. Taey 
inaugurated the free delivery of freights in 
our city. They have expended large sumsof 
money, increasing the taxable property of 
ihe counties through which the road ruas, 
They paid the highest price asked by the 
siate for a road that was bankrupt and 
worthless, and for our people to submit to 
any unfair treatment of this line would be 
great ingratitude. 

There is but one opinion, so far as we can 
hear about the matter,and itis thatany action 
looking to a dismemberment or the injury of 
thisiine is disapprovéd by the people of 
this s'ate.

£0 far, isthat‘Judge Hammond holds that 
Judge Dorsey ought to haye possession as 
temporary receiver. He has refused so far 
to bear the case on its merits, and it is inti- 
mated tbat he will not hear it on its merits 
until the temporary receiver is placed in 
posression of the rord. The federal court 
bas put Mr. Fink in possession. He claims 
that he cannot surrender possession unless 
the court that placed him in possession 
orders him te do so. In the meantime the 
business of the road is almost ruined;a 
Jarge number of bands employed in the 
machine shops in Georgia are suspended, 
and alerge lot of steel rails that was en 
ronte to be laid, bas been diverted to lines 
outside of the state. This very state of 
affairs ig carrying cut just what the friends 
of Mr. Fink say isthe object of the litiga- 
tion. All thisis to be deplored, and it does 
seem to us that Judge Hammond could 
easily determine this question on 
its merite, and let the blame, if 
there is any, rest where it ought ‘to. 
To say that he will not hear the case unless 
they recognize his receiver, is to put the 
matter on a frivolous ground that amounts 
to nothing. Mr. Fink cannot move the 
road; be cannotinjureit. Heis in posses- 
sicn, and can be justas ready to answer as 
Jucge Dorsey could possibly be, and besides, 
there are many people who, while they do 
not disparsge Judge Dorsey's ability, think 
Mejor Fink is a better railroad man than 
he is.

It must be observed that the governor has 
done no one an injuetice in his action in this 
matter. The act under which the bonds 
were sold expressly, and in terms, geve him 
the right to reject any andall bide, and pro- 
ceed by private negotiation if he thought 
that course the best. Every bidder was put 
on notice of this reserved right, and the gov- 
ernor has simply availed himeelf of it, be- 
cause, in his discretion, the time had come 
when the interests of the state demanded. 
By the bids, the credit of the state has been 
established in the face of a fight, and the 
price of her bonds put as high as the bonds 
of any other state in the union. The gov- 
ernor bas found notonly.the common sense 
of the whole matter but also the justice of 
it. and the admirab!e and explicit opinion of 
the attorney general shows that he has a'so 
plumbed the law. He has acted with cour- 
age and discretion, and deserves the thanks 
of the people. He will have not the slight- 
est difficulty in placing the bonds, as the 
demands of the state require, at just as high 
a figure as the best bid he has rejected, It 
is our opinion that he will even be able to 
secure a premium on the basis of 4/4 per 
cent bonds. This will b2 better than any,of 
us had dared believe was possible.

HARD-HEADED AND HARD-HEARTED, 

It is given out casually, but on the best 
authority, that President Cleveland does not 
read the ponderous critic’sms of his admin- 
istration that appear in the great republican 
orgens. Moreover, he does not read even 
the curt little hints and innuendoes that ap- 
pear sometimes in the esteemed New. York 
Sun, over the signature of “Senex,” ‘“Oid 
Fashioned Democrat,’’ and “Scrutator.”’ 

This goes to show the existence of a very 
desperate condition of aflairsin this repub- 
lic. Indeed, it is a condition of affairs that 
threatens to subvert the freedom of the 
press aud cripple its well-known power and 
influence. For what must follow if so im- 
portant aman asthe president shall refuse 
to pester himself with the quips and cranks 
and oddities of those who control on Man- 
battan Island and in Chicago, the great bul- 
warks of our Jiberties?

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THE OCCUPATION OF PANAMA. 

The Vigorous ection of Secretary Whitney 
has undoubted)y saved ‘Panama from 
desiruction by fire. The insurgents under 
Azpura held it, but aforce of government 
treops, seven hundred strong, was approech- 
ing by sea, and in case the latter had landed 
end been victorious, the insurgents would 
beyond all doubt have repeated the story of 
Colon by turning all they could not hold. 
The appearance of cur marines has saved 
the town. The entire campaign has proven 
acreditto the administration. Our treaty 
obligations to maintain uninterrupted the 
transit between the two oceans have been 
carried out; peace reigns in Colon, and 
Panama is safe. 

It was a daring thing in the new admin- 
istration to dispatch a considerable force to 
a friendly republic, but the results show the 
wisdom of ihe movement. No other nation 
has protested against it. England has not 
resurrected the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and 
France rejoices that the investmentso{f her 
people are protected without international 
complications, The United States of Colom- 
bia certainly haveno right to complain, for 
all the efforis of our government have been 
Girected againet the insurgents. When 
Colombia receives intact the city of Panatha 
irom our naval commanders, it should be 
grateful enough to thank us and to provide 
without delay for the payment of American 
losses at Colon. The new administration 
has covered itself with glory by its prompt 
defense atthe isthmusof American inter- 
ésts and its emphatic assertion of an Ameri- 
can policy toward the Spanish-American 
republics. 

As soon asthe Colombian government re- 
gains control of the state of Panama, our 
force will be withdrawn, and all the world 
will see that the United States hai no hidden 
purpose, and that she can be relied on to 
carry cut her guarantees. The entire moye- 
ment is notice to the powers of Europe to 
leave America to the Americans. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA RAILROAD COM.

The Georgia law, in order that there 
may be nosort of misunderstanding about 
it, prohibits the commission from interfer- 
ing with or regulating charges on freight ber 
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yond the limits of thestate. __ 
‘The South Carolina law appears toben |

The reasons that led him to reject all bids will 
pe mece plain by the following: 

STORY OF THE GEORGIA LOAN, 

Georgia Offered for sale $3,445,000 in bonds 
JThesc Londs were to be sold for the sole and ex- 
press purpose Of retiring maturing bonds. 

Of the $3,445,000 offered, less than $350,000 is act- 
velly needed before July, 1886, as shown by the 
treasurer's reports. Atthat date something over 

(00,000 is needed. 

Mr. Wolfe’s bid was the highest bid, and was for 
the whole issue of the bonds. But Mr. Wolfe de- 
manded under bis bid the right to take $1,500,000 
of the bonds immediately, $750,000 in Ocwober and 
£750,000 in January. 

If his bid hed been accepted the state would 
have had on July ist, 1885, about $1,400,009 in 
its treasury, to lie there idle for one year, the 
bonds it is to take up not falling due until Jaly, 
1686. On October Ist there would be added to 
this vast sum $1,000,000 more, and on January Ist, 
$945,000 more, less amounts needed for February 
sand April payments, so that for twelve months 
the state would be carrying 21,400,000 ofidle money 
in her treasury, for nine months $2,400,000 and 
for six months more than $3,000,000. 

In the meantime, the new bonds for which 
this money had been paid in, would be out and 
crawing interest. The $3,000,000 of old bonds this 
money was intended to retire, would also be out 
and drawing interest. To average it, for nine 
months the state would have $3,000,000 of idle 
money in her treasury, and two sets of bonds out 
in the hands of holders and drawing interest. 

Py this process she would lose about $100,000 of 
interest on new bonds issued a year before the old 
ones were retirable. There would be only one 
escape from this. That would be for the state to 
turm broker and lend out at interest the $3,€00,000 
in her treasury. 

Governor McDaniel decided that this was un- 
wise. 
ps TAKING UP THE NEXT BID. 

The next bid for the whole issue of the bonds 
was thatof Moses Taylor& Co. This bidder pro- 
posed to take the bonds justas the governor had 
edvyertised he would deliver them. But it was 
decidedly lowerthan Mr. Wolie’s bid, and its ac- 
ceptance would haye entailed upon the state the 
necessity of paying about $500,000 more interest on 
the total Issue for the thirty years than Mr, Wolfe’s 
bid would have cailed for. 

Pesides this, the governor had bids from Geor- 
gians for more bonds than he will need to sell in 
ihe next fourteen months, that were much higher 
than the Moses Taylor bid and within a fraction 
of Wolfe's. During the delay that has ensued, he 
hes become assured thathe can do better than 
this. He has offers forall the bonds that must be 
‘old before July, I8s6, that will net just precisely 
vw bat the Wolfe bid would have netted. 

DECIDING TO REJECT ALL BIDS, 

lic thenefore decided to reject the Moses Taylor 
Lid because of its lower price, as he had already re- 
jected the Wolfe bid because of is irregularity. 
These two bids once rejected, there were no others 
as high as the Wolfe bid. He therefore determined 
to reject all the bids and proceed to sel! the bonds 
by private negotiation, as the selling act expressly 
authorized him to do, unless there is reason here- 
alter for further advertising. 

THE FUTURE DISPOSITION OF THE MATTER, 

Governor McDaniel can now offer for sale 
enough of the new bonds to meet $109,000 of bonds 
to be immediately provided for under the act. 
During the fall he can sell enough of the new 
bonds to meet the bonds falling due in February 
and April ’86., ° 

At any time within the next twelve months he 
can sell the $3,000,000 that will be needed to retire 
the bonds that mature July, 1886. 

Governor McDaniel’s opinion is that Georgia's 
credit will be as good a year from now as it is 
now. In fact, it will be better. The 
state is progressing rapidly in wealth and 
population. As ber debt cannot possibly be 
increased, the increase in her wealth simply goes 
to strengthen her credit. Asshe will stand just as 
well in the money market a year from now as she 
does to-day, and even better, it is fair 
to presume that her securities will command 
asgood a priceas they do now—or eveu better. 
There is only one thing that can prevent this and 
that is a general commercial crash or convulsion 
that would derange general credits. He does not 
look for such a thing. But suppose it did come,and 
suppose the state had $3,000,000 deposited about ia 
the banks. Wouldn’t the risk of loss, in that case, 
be greater than the risk of having the offer on the 
bonds shaded a little. It will not do tosay that 
the mouey should be kept in the yaults. It might 
not be sale to keep over $3,000,000 in avauilt. Ii 
we did we would inevitably lose about 2100,000 in- 
terest by having two sets of boads drawing inter- 
est at once, and the money paid for one set lying 
idle in the vaults. He does not believe in carrying 
a big surplus in the treasury. He believes in skim- 
ming close and proceeding safely and economical: 

y. Tosummarize: For all the bonds he has tosellin 
the next twelyc months hecan get more than Moses 
Jeylor offered, and as muchas Mr. Wolfe offered, 
and hold back the $3,000,000 in bonds until they 
fre actually needed. One year from now he can get 
as much,or more,for them than he can get now, if 
there is no general crash. If there isa general 
crash he would not like tosee the state carrying 
over 75,000,C00 surplus, and at the same time have 
two issues of bonds drawing interest, where only 
one was necessary."’ 
THE OPINION OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

It is doubtful if Governor McDaniel would have 
had the right to accept Mr. Wolfe’s bid even if he 
bed thought it best to do so, The act under which 
the bonds are sold, gives the goyernor large 
discretion, but he deubted if it gave him the discre- 
tion to sell the bonds for delivery as proposed in 
the Wolfe bid. He, therefore, asked the attormey 
gencral for an official opinion; and obtained the 
following: 

Alter reciting the aet authorizing the issue, Col- 
onel Anderson said: 

Your excellency, after advising with the treas- 
urerand myself, published the notice contem- 
plated by the act, inviting bids for bonds bearing 
interest at the rate of five per ceut per annum, to 
be issued as foliows: $200,000 July 1, 1835; $225 000 
January 1, 1886, and the remainder of the sum au- 
thorized, or so much thereof as should be deemed 
reculsite to meet the wants of the state on the 
List of June, 1886.

disgusted him. He went down to Winnipeg, 
then on the boom. “I got$saday at B ox on 
hanging, but thet wasn’t much.” He liv tin 
the Aemniboine Valley with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway builders. Then he struck a 
ob with a party of.government engineers 
ole boundaries. He wentas far west as 
Edmunton, st the foot of the Rockies, havin 
followed the Saskatchewan for several hundr 
miles. Thenthey pushed north from Ed- 
munton, living for some months in the region 
at the headwaters of the Athabasca. On the 
return eastward they had followed a more 
northerly trail than that which led them 
westward; and had finally, after exploring 
end surveying up the Nelson river and aroun 
Take Winnipec, come don once more into 
the comparative civilization of Manitoba. 
The Assiniboine country from Winnipeg west, 
he says, wiil settle up fairly well. There are 
many helf-breed ecttiements and trading poste 
all along the river. On the Saskatchewan he 
describes the country as nearly level, and the 
timber as mostly sprace. Corn won't ripen, 
but they get some vegetables. The roads, 
wherever the country is settled at all, are very 

ood, except when flooded. Whenever a sec- 
tion of land is staked out a strip of four rods 
is reserved on al) sides of it it for a road. 

What about the poople? I asked. 

The question “riled” him. “The god-for- 
gakenest cattle in creation,” he said. He 
spoke eepecially of the settlements on the 
Geskaichewan. ‘“‘The men just don’t know 
nothin’. We speak of ’em as half breeds, but 
some of ’em are half breeds, and some a quar- 
fer, and some you can’t tell anything 
about. I didn’t see many men from 
the states, except such as me, who were on 
business and on the move. It’s mostly French 
and Indian mixed, and they talk more Indian 
than anyibing elec. The pure-blood Indians 
—the Cretes, for instance—are decenter than 
the half-breeds, and know more. Schools? 
not eny, except in a few of the biggest settle- 
ments. ‘There’s priests, but they’re much like 
the rest of ’em. 

‘Now, let me te!] you; I staid at a place for 
awhile that didn’t have no name but - Forks. 
It must have been 500 or 600 miles from Win- 
nipeg. lt was a little clearing in the timber, 
though one way the land was grass land, ex- 
cept where it thinned out to alkall. There 
Was a Hudson Bay company’s store there. 
Hunting was good and fishing was plenty. I 
never see money all the time I was there. A 
man weuld go to the store for a pound of tea. 
They’d give it to him—mighty poor 
tea, too, and charge him ge hen they 

leased in skins. Three mink skins is about 

he usual price fora pound of tea. Half a 
dozen mink skins ’ll get an ax, and 80 it goes. 
I tell you that fur company is the biggest 
robber in God’s world. It gets thousands of 
dollars’ worth of furs out of those poor devils 
every year for just nothing. I say tair barter’s 
good business, but the trade is unequal 
right on the ground. Of course a fur 
isn’t worth anything so much up there ag it is 

in London or the states, but I look at it this 
way :ittakes more work and more wits to geta 
mink skin of!’n the animal and intothe trad- 
in’ post than it does to bringa pound of gro- 
ceries from the big market up into their woods. 
No, I guess the good fur animals ain't playin’ 
outany yet. Its big country up there, aud 
the woods arg {ull of ’em., 
syewipsusiwas toiling you about this family 
_ theasy)stopped, li was a log house,with only 
e‘room, of course. The old man was mostly 

French. There was a dozen children, more or
